INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 3.—Fol- 
lowing close on 100 deg. tempera- 
tures that were climaxgd three 
weeks ago by a hurricane and 
cloudburst that caused several 
thousand dollars’ damage, In- 
dianapolis late this afternoon suf- 
fered what veteran weather ob- 
servers described as “the most 
freakish storm here in history.” 

Rain clouds swept down with 
ten-league strides and the large 
drops changed almost immediately 
to ice. The bombardment contin- 


ued for twenty-five minutes, when 


the sun reappeared, but the heavy 
rain continued for several hours. 
Sewers overflowed and the mer- 
cury tumbled to abnormal depths.

White Plague 
Death Rate in 
State Lessens 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
SACRAMENTO, Aug. 3.—Fig- 
ures just compiled by the State 
Board of Health show that the 
medical authorities are still mak- 


ing progress against the “white 
plague.” 

Since 1906 the tuberculosis death 
rate has dropped from 225.5 per 
100,000 population to 168.9. <A 
chart prepared by L. E. Ross, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics, shows further that while 
the death rate que to this disease 
is constantly fluctuating, the gen- 
eral trend downward. 

The decline in the death rate 
is attributed by representatives of 
the Board of Health in part to 
better sanitation, improved medi- 
cal methods for dealing with the 
disease and favorable climatic con- 
ditions in California.

Fall of Idealism 


Mussolini Declared Victim of 


Fascist Program Replaced

PARIS, Aug. 3.-—Italy today is in 
the hands of a political Camorra. 
The high idealism of 1922 is gone. 
The savior of the country, Premier 
Mussolini, has become the victim 
of what might be called a Black 
Hand political gang. The entire 
Fascist movement, which once 
preached salvation from Bolshev- 
ism and spiritual and economic 
Renaissance, now is centered sole- 
ly upon the survival of the dicta- 
torship. 

Sigs. Rossi, Fillipelli, Dumini 
holders of high offices with Pre- 
mier Mussolini, are in jail on a 
murder charge, but are not tried 
because of what their confessions 
would reveal. lo Balbo, who led 
the march on Rome, is in disgrace. 
Gen. De Bono, chief of the Fascist 
militia which runs Italy, is discred- 
ited in the eyes of the people, al- 
though freed of complicity in mur- 
der for lack of evidence. Dozens 
of big and little leaders, once in- 
epired dy mier Mussolini's 
idealistic orations, have disap- 
peared following disclosures of 
their participation in murders, ter- 
rorism and graft. 


CZARIST DESPOTISM 

But many Fascists and many big 
nonpoltical leaders admit that 
Premier Mussolini still is surround- 
ed by a camorra organization, 
which, since the turning point in 
the Faeciat regime, namely, the 
Assassination of Deputy Matteotti, 
entirely away from the 
original Fascist program, which 
the whole world applauded, to a 

program of Czarist despotism. 
The biggest man in Italy. next to 
Premier Mussolini, is Deputy Fari- 
nacci, secretary-general of the paf- 
— and the Premter's right-hand 
man. It ta Sig. Farinacci who is 
accused by the Vatican press of 
responsibility for the present re- 

rrorism 


Another big man _ influencing 
Premier Mussolini is Undersecre- 
tary of State Grandi, who, inciden- 
tally, is in charge of the censorship 
and intimidation of newspaper 
men and expulsions. Sig. Grandi's 
rise to power was typical of the 
present-day Fascism. In Bologna 
Sie. Grandi headed the Fascist 
cheka, while Sig. Baroncini. a Bo- 
lorena banker, led the Fascisti anti-

Officials announced late yesterday. 

During the two-day period since 
Saturday, nine passenger vessels 
put into port, while six foreign 
oratt arrived here from all parts 
of the world. Of the nine foreign 
Hag ships putting to sea, the fol- 
lowing nations were represented: 
Danish, British, Mexican, Jap- 
anese, French and Panamanian. 

The number of nger arriv- 
als scheduled for today, combined 
with those of yesterday, makes one 
of the lai gest total in the history 
of the port for simi periods. Nine 
arrived and ten, including those 
of today, were scheduled to sail. 
Thousands ot tourists from all 
parts of the world were brought 
in by the huge liners. 

The large number of foreign 
ships visiting here during the past 
thirty days exceeds by twenty-five 
steamers the highest totals for a 
comparable period in the previous 
history of the harbor. These vee- 
sels, carrying increasingly large 
genera] merchandise cargoes, ar- 
rived from all portions of the 
globe. 

Shipping men of the harbor dis- 
trict were optimistic over the rec- 
ords established during the last 
month and held out bright pros- 
pects for the future, in 
the coastwise lumber and general 
merchandise trade. Although the 
future activity with foreign coun- 
tries may be classified as of the 
best, the shippers claim, it is not 
quite so alluring as the coastwise 
business.

City Health Officer Tells 
Medical Society Status of 


A meeting of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Society, held at 736 
South Flower street, revealed last 
night that Los Angeles is freer 
from disease than it has been for 
some time, except for infantile 
paralysis. 

Concerning the infantile paraly- 
sis situation, Dr. George Parrish. 
city health officer, stated at the 
close of the meeting that Los An- 
geles has had ninety cases since 
January 1 and that last week the 
figure stood four cases less than 


the figure of the preceding week. 


“This is the season of the year 
when this disease always increases,” 


Dr. Parrish stated, “and the year 
is no exception to the rule. Know- 
ing these facts, that the disease is 
present and is a communicable dis- 
ease, the public is advised to use 
every care to prevent its spread. 
“Parents should keep their chil- 
dren away from crowds and avoid 
any person, adult or young, who is 
not perfectly well. Use common 
sense in the care of your children 
and in a short time this disease 
will be reduced to a minimum.” 
Dr. Parrish suggested to the 
counselors at the meeting that a 
committee of three be appointed to 
co-operate with the City Health De- 
partment in keepiig the city in-

The first complete copy of the 
decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in the Plaza 
union terminal case was received 
here by the Times yesterday, at- 
fording a thorough study of the 
points at issue.

that “careful study of the Inter- 
state Commerce Jet convinces us 
that Congress has not conferred 
upon us authority to require car- 
riers to construct union passenger 
stations upon cOnditions such as 
are here present.“ but after a care- 
ful considerucion of the facts the 
commission finds the ruling of the 
California State Railroad Commis.

THREE REQUESTS 

The commission had three dis- 
tinct requests before it. 

In one, the Southern Pacific and 
the Los Angeles and Salt Lake. 
(Union Pacific) railrodas asked 
for certificates of .public conven- 
lence and necessity to construction 
of main lines and to extehd exist- 
ing main lines incidental to per- 
manent occupation of the Arcade 
termina] now being shared by the 
two railroas, This 
commission denied. 

In anvther, the City of Los An- 


rect the railroads to proceed with 
the Plaza union terminal project 
in concert wha the Santa Fe Raii- 


Pacific Company asked for a cer- 
tificate of public convenience and 
necessity authorizing the abandon- 
ment of operation of passenger 
and freight service, except freight 
switching. on six miles track on 
Alameda street. 

The commission merely retains 
jurisdiction of these two applica- 
tions “for the purpose of making 
such further findings and orders 
and issuing such e as the 
record warrants.” 

Commissioner Hall, joined by 
Commissioner Cox, dissented from 
the decision. Commissioner Hall 
held that “carriers serving the 
public with property already de- 
voted to that service should not 
be restrained from 
service because others charged 


or approve or prefer plans for sub- 
stituted service on property which 
the carriers must go out and ac- 
quire at cost in excess of value.” 


CONCLUSIONS CITED 

The commission's conclusions, 
upon which are based its findings 
in favor of the Plan site, follow: 

“The service afforded by each 
of the present passenger stations 
of the Salt Lake and the Santa Fe 
is unmreagonable and inadequate, 
and those carriers are under the 
immediate necessity of, and con- 
template, expending considerable 
sums of money in providing rea- 
sonable and adequate facilities in 
lieu of those now owned and used. 
The clearly established necessity 
of eliminating from Alameda street 
all rafiroad train service, except 
industrial freight-switching serv- 
ice, is undisputed. Such elimina- 
tion of train service will force the 
Southern Pacific to provide other 
means of access to its Arcade sta- 
tion or to abandon that station and 
provide other facilities in its stead.’ 
Either course will be attended by 
the expenditure of substantial 
amounts of money. The carriers 
named can provide reasonable and 
adequate station facilities and the 
expense involved wil] not impair 
their ability to perform their duties 
to public. This brings us to a 
resume of the advantages and dis- 
advantages of the various plans 
for station facilities hereinbefore 
detailed. 

“The Arcade plan for a joint sta- 
tion for the Southern Pacific and 
Salt Lake makes no provision. for 
the Santa Fe and leaves it to pro- 
vide separate facilities for itself.

DENY RYAN | 
NEW TRIAL | 
IN FORGERY 


Court Refuses to Grant 
Appeal on Technicalities 


— 


Asserting that there is no doubt 
of his guilt, the Second District 
Court of Appeal, Division One, 
yesterday refused to grant William 
Francis Ryan a new trial merely |” 
because of technicalities. Ryan 
was convicted on twenty-six counts, 
forgery 
and seventeen with forging a ficti- 
tious name. 

Ryan took an appeal from his 
conviction, contending that he was 
sentenced three times for one of- 
tense and twice for several others. 1 
He also contested part of his con- 
viction on the ground that he h 
not committed a crime by forgi 
a fictitious name. Presiding Jus- 
tice Conrey of the Appellate Court 
found it to be true that a duplica- | 
tion of sentences existed in the Su- 
perior Court judgment, and modi- 
fied them accordingly. He refused, 
however, to grant Ryan a new trial 
merely on these technicalities. 

As to Ryan’s contention that 
forging a fictitious name is ne 
crime, the presiding justice de- 
clared that “the fictitious name was 
adopted by the criminal for the 
specific purpose of using it in the 
consummation of the fraudulent 
transactions.“ A review of the in- 
dictments Ryan was convicted of 
shows that between’ March 19, 
1923, and June 10, 1924, he is al- 
leged to have passed a total of 
$285,760 in fraudulent checks at 
local banks.

Asserts Only One Line Runs 
to East Coast Side 
Exporters Urged to Push Dry

Development of Pacific Coast 
commercial] relations with Brazil 
and the east coast of South Amer- 
ica is retarded by the lack 
steamship facilities and the prop- 
er exploitation of products, M. A. 
Cremer, United States Trade Com- 
missioner at Rio Janeiro, said yes- 
terday during a brief visit to the 
locai Chamber of Commerce before 
proceeding to San Francisco and 
Washington. Mr. Cremer who has 
been commissioner in the South 
American af for three years is 
en route to Washington on a short 
leave of absence. 

Only one steamship line at pres- 
ent runs between this coast and 
the east coast of South America, 
the Pacific-Argentine-Brazil Steam- 
ship Company, he said, and this 
line, carrying lumder for the Ar- 
gentine, does not stop at Brasil 
on the down trip because af lack 
of cargo for that place. The jour- 
ney back to the Pacific Coast, how- 
ever, he said, has been extremely 
lucrative in the coffee export trade, 
Los Angeles receiving last year 
approximately $1,000,000 worth of 
Brazilian coffee. 


URGES BRAZIL TRADE 
“Aa 1 see it at present, the Pa- 
cifice Coast should firet concentrate 
on stimulating interest in the 
South American field, in 
Brazii where the resour are 
practically unlimited,“ Mr. 1 
declared.
